Over thirty-two thousarol Congres- 


sional letters were written by the Pen- 
sion Bureau in answer to inquiries con- 
cerning pension claims during the m 
sion just expired. Claims for pension 
pending before th« department have in- 
creased in the last fourteen month* at 
the rate of at least 6,000 a month. Them 
nnsettled claims are now more th 
double the number at the date of the 
passage of Arrears of Pensions Act in 
January, 1879. There are now pend 
ing in the office at least 280,000 claims. 
During the six months preceding the 
passage of the Arr»an> act—that is, 
from July 1, 1878, to January 1,1879,— 
the number of claims filed per month 
did not exceed 1,250 invalids' and wid- 
ows' claims together. During the sev- 
enteen months since the passage of 
the act this average has 
been at 


least 8,500 per month. It is.impo8sible, 
with present facilities of the Pension 
Bureau, to dispose of more than 2,600 
of these cases per month, so that these 
claims are now accumulating at the rate 
of 5,000 or 6,000, and il wonld take, 
Commissioner Btatley says, many years 
to dispose of the claims now pending. 


Important ttailroad Connection. 


A railroad connection oi cpecial im- 


portance certain dining interests in 
Utah and Nevada, was made on the 
evening ot June 23d. 
The Salt Lake 


Tribune, which is doing a great work 
for Utah Territory, thus describes the 
benefits to be conferred by the road. 


The last rail on the Utah Southern 


Extension was laid last evening, con- 
necting Frisco with Salt Lake City, and 
the train which leaves this morning will 
land passengers and mails in the Bo- 
nanza City. This is an event which all 
the citizens of Utah will hail with de- 
light. It is a big thing. The road has 
crept away almost noiselessly until it 
ha;) penetrated the wilderness for 225 
miles; it has passed the region which 
before it was a terror to cross because 
of tie heat and the sand of Summer, 
and the Etorms of Winter. It leaves but 
a space ol ninety miles to "be traveled 
by wagon to Pioche, it makes the jour- 
ney to Silver Reef on a pleasure trip of 
a night in a coich and a day in a car, it 
strikes at convenient distances thirty or 
forty of the most promising fflimug dis- 
tricts that we know anything about, it 
connects with abundant coal fields, and 
iu southern terminus is but a few 
miles removed from a coal and iron re- 
gion that will give Utah prosperity when 
the most pretentious mines are possibly 
abandoned.

The Mail soys 


The Committee on Subscriptions re- 


ported having received $66,000 in all. 
After this report was received J. D. 
Peters offered llis resignation as a mem- 
ber of the committee, stating that he was 
tired of soliciting subscriptions from 
men who return insult for importunity. 
The very men who would be benefitted 
most by this read seemed to take the 
least interest in it. As for him, he 
would do no moie, except, in company 
with a few others, to build the road in- 
dependently of the people of Stockton. 
He would be one of ten to build the 
road, but they would not bring it to 
Stockton. 
"There if, energy here," 


continued Mr. Peters, "but it is con- 
fined to a few. Why are not the people 
here to-night ii> a crowd to help along 
this thing? If it was any other town 
but Stockton, you'd see men flocking to 
the meeting and offering to subscribe to 
the stock, if it was only a few dollars 
apiece. But the Stockton merchants 
are even now leaning against posts out 
there in the street and sending boys up 
h»re to peek in and see what we are do- 
ing, so that they can make something 
out of the enterprise on the outside. I 
will be one of the ten to build this road, 
but it must not come here if it has to 
end in 
. I want the people here to 


build a high fence around the town and 
caulk up the cracks, so that nobody can 
even look in. We'll take the road 
twelve or fifteen miles below here, and 
build a switch up to the Farmer*' Union 
Warehouse. If Davis can show us that 
he can build the road for $15,000 a 
mile and can place the bonds, we will 
build the road. ) want to make money 
out of this thing, and I'll weld a ring so 
strong that nothing can break it. We'll 
beat those fellows who are waiting to 
speculate on the real estate when the 
road is started. Beal estate and rents 
will advance fifty per cent, when it is 
known that this road is going to be 
built." 


President Davis, of the Nevada & 


Oregon road, said it did not make any 
difference to him whether the Stockton 
people built the road or not. The road 
would be built, anyway. "But mark 
my word," he said emphatically, "if 
the Stockton people let thin opportu- 
nity pass, the road will be started inside 
of two months and Stockton will be left 
out iu the cold." If the people took 
hold of this proposition as they should, 
the cars could be running to the Big 
Trees this Fall. Business enough could 
be got from that much of the road alone 
to make it pay. He has a plan of build- 
ing the road over the snow-line on the 
mountains' which was cheaper and better 
than any plan yet. It was to elevate 
the track above the snow-level on heavy 
trestle-work. 


Mr. Peters suggested that those who 


had subscribed double the amounts of 
their subscription, and began by doub- 
ling his own. 


Judge Budd followed, saying: "I'll

Mr. Peters asked President Davis if 


the money could be got on the bonds 
without delay. "Yon can get it in 
thirty days," was the reply.

Thrift doubled their subscriptions. Hart 
said he would treble his, if necessary. 
The total subscription was swelled to 
$85,000.
